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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-5, 7. 9, 13-14, 16-18, 20-22 and 24-27 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a detector for detecting, while the 
image receiver is in a horizontal posture at a side of the top plate, an obstacle present 
below the image receiver; wherein the descending operation of the vertical moving 
mechanism is limited based on the detection result of the detector, a shock absorbing 
member positioned between the top plate and the image receiver for avoiding direct 
collision therebetween, in a case in which said top plate is moved toward said image 
receiver, not being in a horizontal posture, in the horizontal direction or in a case in 
which the posture of said image receiver is changed from a horizontal posture while 
said top plate is positioned within a predetermined range I the horizontal direction, a 
lock mechanism for preventing said image receiver from moving in the horizontal 
direction when said top plate is positioned within a predetermined rang in the horizontal 
direction and said image receiver is not in a horizontal posture..
